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Bane’s Disease

A war, major catastrophe, or financial depression forces men 
to do the hardest, most tiresome, tedious work known—it forces 
them to think. Strangely, the seeds of human progress are sown 
usually during troubled times; struggle through adverse conditions 
to produce bountifully during happier days. The terrible and de- 
structive forces developed through a few years of war are modified 
to become useful servants of progress during the longer periods 
of peace. From the ruins of a city, destroyed by fire, flood or 
earthquake, there usually arises a new city, better planned, lovelier 
and more stable than the first. Our agriculture, suffering from 
the uncontrolled forces of nature plus the man-made handicaps of 
debt, poor distribution and disease has provoked its share of 
thought, Utopian ideals and practical suggestions. Many seed 
thoughts for its betterment have been planted and a few are suf- 
ficiently developed to permit a guess on the yield. One of these is 
the stopping of losses due to Bang’s disease. This is a problem 
long recognized as being of major importance but it seemed to 
require a major depression to force active measures to solve it. 

Bang’s disease is not, as many suppose, a new infection, for a 
quite accurate description was given of its ravages by Mascall in 
1567. Occasionally, other observers described the symptoms and 
infectious nature of contagious abortion in cattle, but major credit 
must go to Dr. Bang in Denmark who isolated the germ causing 
it in 1896 and wrote his classic report. His findings aroused con- 
siderable interest in scientific circles and among stockmen, but pro- 
duced relatively little practical results in control of the disease. 
More than 20 years later Dr. Evans of the U. S. Public Health Ser- 
vice proved that the organism found by Dr. Bruce in goats, which 
caused Multa fever in man, and that causing contagious abortion 
of cattle were closely related. This caused a new wave of interest 
which was further increased a few years later when it was proved 
that Undulant fever in man was caused by the organism Dr. Bang 
had discovered in cattle. 

These closely related organisms were then called the Brucella 

group in honor of Dr. Bruce who made the first discovery. Huddle- 
son, of Michigan, investigated them further and determined there 
are at least three species of Brucella with a primary host for each 
—abortus of the cow; melitenses of the goat; suis of the pig. Each 
of these species may infect various other animals but each is most 
frequently found in its own primary host. Man has proved to be 
susceptible to all three species but the goat and swine types are 
more virulent than the bovine. In addition, however, Brucella or- 
ganisms have been found infecting horses, sheep, dogs, cats, chick- 
ens and other animals. These are mainly incidental infections re- 
sulting from contact with one of the three primary hosts harboring 
Brucella organisms. Control of the disease and lessening of finan- 
cial loss and human suffering received a great impetus when the 
Federal Government in 1933 offered an indemnity on all Bang-in- 
fected cattle that were slaughtered. 
_ There are few who would question the desirability of control- 
ling and eradicating Bang’s disease of cattle when fully informed 
as to its ravages. How this end might best be accomplished, like 
every big problem, may be discussed from many points of view. 
The dairyman selling raw milk for human -onsumption faces the 
possibility that certain cows may be eliminating live organisms of 
Bang’s disease in their milk. The breeder of range beef cattle 
may suffer the loss of a few premature or aborted calves each 
year and an occasional heavy loss from virulent infection. 

In states where a total of 5 percent to 20 percent of the cattle 
population is purchased each year it is the duty of the officials to

permit only known healthy stock to enter. Physicians and Public 
Health officials recognizing infected animals as sources of Undu- 
lant fever in man demand that milk and food products be free of 
danger. The blood testing and slaughtering of all infected animals 
is undoubtedly effective. It is not, however, an answer that com- 
pletely satisfied the breeder of pure bred stock. The slow, costly 
development of an outstanding strain of animals merits every ef- 
fort that can be made to preserve their productive life so long as 
they are not a menace to human life or property. 

Each state, however, has a different set of conditions which 
must be met and solved as circumstances permit. In Maryland, 
Bang’s disease is viewed as essentially an educational and farm 
management problem. All available information is given stock- 
men at meetings and through printed articles. They are encourag- 
ed to have their own veterinarians draw blood samples and send 
them to one of the three available Live Stock Sanitary Service 
Laboratories for test. The owner may then, together with his 
veterinarian or State official, decide intelligently how best to con- 
trol and eradicate the infection. If the herd consists of pure bred 
breeding stock the problem is materially different than in a grade 
herd of animals having low individual value. 

Federal Plan: Under the Federal plan for eradication of the 
infection the owner agrees to have his herd tested by veterinarians 
at the cost of the Government and to have all animals slaughtered 
that are considered to be infected. For such animals as are 
slaughtered, the owner may receive Federal indemnity up to $25.00 
each for grade animals and $50.00 for each pure bred. He also re- 
ceives whatever the carcasses may bring for meat purposes. To 
assist the farmer and to accelerate the eradication of Bang’s dis- 
ease, the Maryland Legislature recently appropriated $200,000.00 
to be expended during the next two years to supplement the Fed- 


_eral indemnity. It is expected these funds will be available after 


October 1, 1937. 

State Plan: The Maryland plan for control of Bang’s dis- 
ease is essentially a series of sanitary practices by which clean 
replacement stock may be raised from an infected herd. Cows 
are most infective at calving time and for about 30 days after- 
wards. They should be isolated from the rest of the herd during 
this period and ali contaminated material burned or disinfected. 
Inasmuch as Bang organisms prefer to grow in the gravid uterus 
and the functioning udder, calves seldom retain a positive reaction 
for a very long time. Where good practices are followed it is pos- 
sible to raise approximately 80 percent of the calves to breeding 
age free of infection. It is imperative, however, that all be tested 
prior to breeding and none bred that show a positive reaction. 

It is usually recommended that owners of herds showing no 
more than 15 percent infection sign the Federal agreement and 
eliminate all positive reacting animals as rapidly as possible. In 
herds showing 30 percent infection and above, it is usually econ- 
omically impossible for the owner to eliminate all of his reacting 
animals at one time. In such instances, it is usually recommended 
that he employ the provisions of the State plan until his infection 
rate has been reduced to a level that would permit him to eliminate 
the remaining infected animals. If adequate isolation is possible, 
a Bang Negative and Positive herd may be maintained under the 
same management. This usually requires separate pastures, barns 
and other equipment. Young stock from the positive herd, that is 
negative to the blood test, may be added to the negative herd un- 
der the usual restrictions and precautions used in making other 
herd additions. The maintenance of such [Please turn to page 62

fraternity as a whole. His grand champion 
loads at the National Western Stock Show 
at Denver, his grand champion loads at 
Forth Worth, Texas, his grand champion 
loads at the American Royal at Kansas 
City and his grand champion loads at Los 
Angeles have not only made history for the 
breed, but these winnings have made 
friends by the thousands for the breed. It 
is his last winning at Los Angeles in 1936, 
where the Great Western Live Stock Show 
supplied the purple banners and the Inter- 
national Provision Company supplied the 
cash with which to make the showing suc- 
cessful from every angle, that furnished the 
illustration on today’s cover. A fitting 
tribute to a great breed of cattle, to the 
man who raised, fitted and showed them 
and most certainly a fitting subject with 
which to begin a new year’s series of cover 
designs for the publication that lives and 
breathes constantly in a rich Aberdeen- 
Angus atmosphere. 

The Business End of Our Business is af- 
ter all the ultimate goal of all this breeding 
industry. When the International Provision 
Company, of Los Angeles, California, pur- 
chased this load at $28.00 per hundred- 
weight, it established the highest carlot 
selling price for 1936. The cattle dressed 
67.44% after a three percent shrink had 
been deducted. Carefully scrutinize the ban-

ner appearing in the rear of the picture and 
there you will find the name inscribed as 
A. H. Schmidt & Son. The son is Harold, 
a chip off the old block whose heritage is 
destined to be an accumulation of rich ex- 
periences not often available to a young 
man of his years. 

Mr. Schmidt and his son are not content 
with just fitting and showing steers in 
the high places. They {finish high quality 
bullocks the year. round. When the steers 
from their feed lots go to town everybody 
sits up to take notice. It was on Tuesday 
morning, April 27th, of this year that the 
Schmidts arrived in Chicago with a car- 
load that meant the making of new breed 
history, for the load was sold at $16.65 
through John Clay & Company. This was 
a seven year Chicago record and the bul- 
locks were Aberdeen-Angus, breed, raised, 
fed and brought to market by the Schmidts. 
In their bulletin on the following Thursday 
John Clay & Company said: “Our sale Tues- 
day of a load of 1071 pound Aberdeen- 
Angus for Mr. Schmidt, of Kansas City, 
Missouri, created a new top,.and was inci- 
dentally the highest open market price since 
January, 1930, and the highest April price 
- eighteen years when war values prevail- 


On this same day a few good loads of 
1150 to 1400 pound steers sold at $13.00 to 
$15.50 with most of the sales running be- 
tween $10.00 and $12.50 down to $8.00 for 
the commoner kinds. This, good folks, is

Aberdeen-Angus enthusiasts of America, 
has kindly consented to furnish a series of 
articles dealing with the progress of the 
breed in this country. His experience cov- 
ers more than half a century of time. This 
is the first of the series. The Journal hopes 
they will bring to its readers a wealth of 
valuable information.) 


In commemorating the nineteenth anni- 
versary of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, I 
will offer a list of the Aberdeen-Angus fam- 
ilies which may be considered in the class 
of popular and fashionable. Quite often one 
hears a breeder suggest that there is noth- 
ing in the family, and that largely depends 
on what the breeder has in his herd. The 
4-H club boys and girls and new beginners 
have not much to guide them when they 
come to make selections in founding new 
herds as to what families are most suitable. 
This subject covers a great amount of ter- 
ritory and I will not attempt at this time 
to cover all of it. 


Families are made fashionable by the 
record of performance in the show yard and 
results achieved. I have always supported 
the more fashionable families and that cov- 
ers a period of over fifty years and my 
faith is stronger now than it has ever been. 
The following families of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are without question popular and 
fashionable: Blackbirds, Blackcaps, Ericas, 
Prides of Aberdeen, Jilts, Lady Fanny, Miss 
Burgess, Heather Blooms, Queen Mothers, 
Barbara, Lady Ida, Georgina, Westertown 
Rose, Zara, Rosebud, Ruth, Princess, Easter 
Tulloch Duchess, Kinochtry Emily, Mina, 
Abbess, Nell Gwinn, Drumin Lucy, Miss 
Watson, Miss Copeland, Antelope, Nightin- 
gale, Baroness, Nosegay, Coquette, Kinnard 
Fanny, Simpson Duchess, Waterside Minnie, 
Easter Tulloch Skene, Mayflower of Easter 
Tulloch, Witch of Endor, Rachel of Ballin- 
dalloch, Mayflower of Montbleton. 

Perhaps I have failed to mention other 
families that should come in this category, 
if I have, it has been an oversight, but I 
can say frankly, that if all the families of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle not mentioned were 
thrown into the discard and their produce 
eliminated from the records of the Associa- 
tion, the breed would be well served. Each 
one of these families has contributed in a 
manner to the up-building of the breed. 
Some may not have done much, while others 
have achieved the breeders expectations. 

I will not try to mention all the different 
strains or tribes, as they are called, of the 
families that I have named. I will comment 
on the ones which I think can show proof 
of their superiority and their achievements 
in the show yard. Before we begin the, show 
yard campaign which will cover a period 
of many years, I want to give you a pic- 
ture of a few of the most fashionable Ab- 
erdeen-Angus families and their different 
tribes. 

The Blackbird family has three different 
strains—Blackcaps, Blackbird 2d and Black- 
bird 4th, each of these families have differ- 
ent tribes. The Blackcap family has what is 
called the McHenry Blackcaps and the 
Goodwin & Judy Blackcaps. The honors are 
about 50-50 as between these two tribes 
although the greatest Blackcap cow ever 
shown was Blackcap Tolan 35th 470006, 
thrice grand champion of the International 
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and she descends from Blackcap 21st 
625181, bred by myself. 

_ Blackbird of Corskie 2d 1235 was the 
first Aberdeen-Angus cow to sell in America 
for over $2000. There are four distinct tribes 
of this family, The Lassie Blackbirds, Blue 
Ribbon Blackbirds, Dolly Blackbirds and the 
Hillhurst Blackbirds. There are the Ballin- 
dalloch Blackbirds and they are descendants 
of Blackbirds of Corskie 3d 733. There is 
no particular difference in them. You will 
find many celebrated animals descending 
from either one and their background is un- 
questionably good. Blackbird of Corskie 4th 
7931 and Blackcap 1552 were practically full 
sisters as they were both sired by the Chief- 
tain Trojan Erica bull St. Clair €93. They 
were two of the greatest cows of the breed 
ever imported to America and each one has 
contributed largely to the high standard of 
the breed. 

While we are now thinking of these two 
great cows, I wish to tell you how it hap- 
pened that Blackcap 1552 was ever import- 
ed to America. I will relate the fact as Gov- 
ernor Simpson related it to me. The Gover- 
nor called at Ballindalloch where they show- 
ed him in one lot of twenty two-year-old 
heifers. The group included the Blackcap 
heifer and when the Governor asked the 
price they reserved Blackcap 1552 and the 
Governor refused to make an offer. Some- 
time after that Sir George sent for Gover- 
nor Simpson and together they closed the 
deal for the twenty heifers, which included 
Blackcap 1552. 


The Blackcaps are purely an American 
family and that accounts for their popular- 
ity. Both Blackcap 1552 and Blackbird of 
Corskie 4th 7931 have produced the best 
that we could think of in terms of the 
breed. The Blackbird of Corskie 4th 7931 
tribe has three outstanding strains. When 
imported she was settled to Milton of Pow- 
rie 7982 and from this mating Blackbird 
6th 7930 was produced. You will note in the 
pedigree of Blackbird of Creston 10474, that 
her dam was Blackbird 6th of Melville 7930. 
She was mated to a Kildonan Erica bull 
called Economic 7398 and his sire was Er- 
mine Bearer 1749, a Highland Society 
champion, and his sire was Young Viscount 
181 another Highland Society champion. 
This family perhaps is the least fashionable 
of the three strains. Blackbird 6th of Mel- 
ville 7930 was mated with the Jilt bull Jim 
Jams 18896 and produced Blackbird of Tur- 
lington 8th 16744 and this is a very fashion- 
able family, as it is the family that produc- 
ed Black Monarch of Emerson 30331, a 
grand champion sire. 

Blackbird of Corskie 4th 7931 was mated 
with the Highland champion Justice 854, a 
Jilt bull which was imported by Judge Good- 
win when he lived at Beloit, Kansas, and 
from this mating was produced Blackbird 
7th 5219. This is quite likely the most re- 
nowned family there is of this Blackbird 
strain. These two great cows passed away 
near this place on my farm, after many 
years of usefulness. There has been many 
celebrated animals produced from these two 
great cows and their posterity will be in 
evidence, very much in time to come, in 
producing breed improvers. Blackbird of 


Corskie 4th 7931 produced three or four 
heifers and several bulls which were dis- 
tinguished sires of their day. She was the 
maternal cow of a great family of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. The achievements of this 


family of Blackbirds have n :

days. She was the dam of Blackbird 12th 
22654 and the grandam of Blackbird 11th 
22653 which were the dams of Blackbird 
24th 44725 and Blackbird 26th 54457, two 
first prize winners and a grand champion 
of the St. Louis World’s Fair in 1904 and 
both were grand champions of the Interna- 
tional—1904 and 1905. She was the dam of 
Blackbird 13th 24464 and Blackbird 15th 
29400, both were sired by Blackbird Jim 
13561, a Blackbird Lassie bull sired by the 
imported Jilt bull, Jim Jams 13896, import- 
ed by T. W. Harvey, of Turlington, Nebras- 
ka. At the same time he imported Guinea, 
a Pride of Aberdeen bull sired by the Lady 
Fanny bull Cash, a Highland Society 
Champion. 

Blackbird 13th produced three great bulls, 
Black King of Woodlawn 31008, Woodlawn 
33923 and his sire was Lord Woodlawn 
26475 and his grandam was Blackbird Las- 
sie 3703. Her last calf was the immortal 
Black Woodlawn 42088. As a sire he is in 
a class all to himself. Blackbird 15th 29400 
did not achieve so much as her famous sis- 
ter. She produced the first prize bull calf 
at the 1903 International, Blackbird* Ito 
64116 first in class at the St. Louis World's 
Fair 1904. His sire was Imp. Prince Ito 
Highland Society champion. 


Blackbird of Corskie 2d 1235 was import- 
ed by the Hon. M. H. Cochran, of Hillhurst 
Quebec, Canada. She was a most wonder- 
ful cow, a Highland Society show yard win- 
ner. Perhaps the greatest cow individually 
of the Blackbird strain. A most wonderful 
producer and she left a great tribe of des- 
cendants. Perhaps her masterpiece was in 
the production of Blackbird Lassie 3703. Be- 
fore being imported from Scotland she left 
one heifer, and her produce has multiplied 
to several head. She was taken to Kansas 
City and sold in 1883 for the highest price 
that an Aberdeen-Angus had ever been sold 
in America—$2025—to the. Indiana Blooded 
Stock Co., Indianapolis, Ind. 


Another great cow she produced was Blue 
Ribbon 3101 which was responsible for the 
Blue Ribbon Blackbirds, a most wonde 
cow that in turn produced several very 
prominent animals. Playman of Sunbe 
338509, an International grand champion, 
Ames Plantation Beau 319787, another In- 
ternational grand champion. Blackbird Las- 
sie 3703 was mated to Rover 2629 and pro 
duced Miss Blackbird 7741. When the In- 
diana Blooded Stock Co. closed its herd out 
Blackbird Lassie 3703 went to the Turling- 
ton herd and Miss Blackbird 7741 went to

ect I have selected for the following rambling and 
somewhat disjointed thoughts and recollections is suggested by 
what seemed to me at the time a rather clever and appropriate 
remark by a radio announcer in describing a hotly contested polo 
match in which I was a participant a few years ago. On the op- 
posing team was one of the fastest players I have ever known and 
being particularly well mounted that day he was riding fast and 
furiously. He seemed always to be in the right place at the right 
time. This no doubt, led to the remark by the announcer to which 
I have referred and which was “Title is there—Title seems to be 
everywhere.” I must admit that I have not been everywhere with 
the Doddie but I have knocked about quite a lot with Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle and it was doubtless with the thought that a few of 
the high lights of my experiences may be of interest to Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal readers that the editor has asked me to set them 
down here. 

My first paternal ancestor of whom I have knowledge was a 
soldier and received not only his surname, Battles, but. English 
lands as well for his part in the Battle of Hastings. Since that 
memorial event the men of that lineage have largely followed 
farming and live stock breeding in Eng- 
land first and later in America, so I 
guess I come inherently by my love for 
live stock and for agriculture in general. 
I was born of New England parents on 
an Eastern Iowa farm. My earliest and 
doubtless one of my greatest thrills in 
connection with Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
came when the two cows purchased by 
my mother as a foundation for our Aber- 
deen-Angus herd were delivered at our 
farm. Perhaps this remains as such a 
vivid and pleasant memory partly be- 
cause of my extreme youth—as I was 
only thirteen at the time—but mostly, I 
believe, because I had begged my mother 
to buy them. 

Another exciting experience which 
stands out pleasantly in my memory of 
those early days was when a few years 
later I took three animals from our new 
herd to the Iowa State Fair and had 
them all placed inside the money. I 
imagine this put the show fever into my 
blood, if such, indeed, was necessary. At 
any rate there has never been a year 
since that I have not followed the shows, 
and either as an exhibitor or as a judge 
I have attended these events in nearly 
every corner of the cattle breeding 
world. As an exhibitor my fortunes have 
varied but on the whole the ups have 
considerably outweighed the downs. 


But aside from that phase of it there 
has been something about it all that has 
added color and excitement to many days 
of my life so far. Leading champions 
through the famous ring at Chicago, 
judging one of the greatest shows of 
Scotland, being an honored guest at 
Smithfield in London, and similar experiences have furnished one 
thrill upon another, and my boyhood admiration for Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle has been responsible for all of them. But please 
don’t misunderstand me and think that it has all been for fun. tor 
me there has always, of necessity been the practical side of it. 
Feed, transportation, travel and other costs incidental to show cir- 
cuits, etc., have had to be met and here again Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle have come through one hundred per cent. 


At a number of important shows even to this day it is custom- 
ary to have the steer grand championship decided by a committee 
of the three breed judges-—a mistake in my opinion, because each 
judge feels a certain loyalty to his own breed and where the com- 
petition is at all close the result more often than not is a needless 
waste of time and energy if not a complete deadlock. One such oc- 
currence of which I have an amusing as well as satisfactory recol- 
lection took place at the Pacific International Show at Portland, Ore- 
gon, a number of years ago. At about four in the afternoon the 
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OQ. V. Battles and his favorite mount “Pat”.

three breed champions entered the ring and the three judges 
started their deliberations. Over and over the animals were ex- 
amined. Frequently they were walked and returned to their orig- 
inal places in the ring. Repeatedly the judges would go into a 
huddle to compare notes but without result. As time wore on there 
appeared a visible heat to their arguments. Two hours passed and 
still no decision had been reached. No judge was willing to forsake 
his breed for what to the unprejudiced ringside appeared to be the 
better steer of a rival breed and no judge seemed inclined to have 
the deadlock broken by an impartial outside authority. Nearly an- 
other hour passed. Both the exhibitors and their animals were 
reaching the point of exhaustion. The manager of the show called 
the judges together, looked at his watch and said, “Gentlemen, this 
ring must be vacated in five minutes in preparation for the even- 
ing horse show. If no decision has been reached by that time there 
will be no Grand Champion Steer at the Pacific International Show 
this year!” The five minutes passed with still no decision and the 
animals were returned to their stalls. The next morning, however, 
a group of exhibitors and others prevailed upon the management 
to allow the judging to be done by an expert packer judge from 
Denver. So with new hope in their 
hearts the exhibitors of the three steers 
again entered the ring. With the prac- 
ticed eye of one who is accustomed to 
appraising beef animals he carefully ex- 
amined them and then without the slight- 
est hesitation pointed to the Aberdeen- 
Angus amid the enthusiastic applause of 
the ringside. This honestly earned victory 
was made possible by the determination 
of that indomitable Irishman from Iowa. 
Pat Donohoe, who knew he was right 
and, therefore, had remained steadfast 
against the opposition of the judges of 
rival breeds on the previous day. That 
was the longest time I have ever spent 
in the show ring with one animal but it 
was worth it as I happened to be the 
lucky exhibitor of the winning Aberdeen- 
Angus steer. 


My thoughts shift to quite a differ- 
ent scene. I am a guest at a banquet 
given in my honor in Scotland. Many of 
the most distinguished breeders and ex- 
hibitors of both England and Scotland 
are there—men of noble and even royal 
birth mingle with the guests from a 
number of far away foreign countries 
besides America. I know that gifted or- 
ators of international reputation are to 
be called upon to speak and that it is up 
to me to represent my own country in 
that capacity and I wonder if when the 
time comes, I shall be able to do it 
creditably. I struggle through the first 
few courses in dread of the fatal mo- 
ment. I should be so much more at ease 
at the end of a halter in a show ring 
contest. Nevertheless I must do what is 
before me at the moment and with this 
thought my confidence returns and I reaily get through very well. 


Still another quite different experience and one of the most 
inspiring of my career flashes before me. I stand in the center of 
the arena of the great International Amphitheatre at Chicago be- 
tween events of the evening horse show. Twenty-five thousand 
people or more crowd the seats and occupy the standing room in 
that huge auditorium. The ringside boxes are filled with men in 
evening clothes and beautiful women in all their splendor out to see 
the horse show. As President of the American Aberdeen-A gus 
Breeders’ Association I am to present the Association’s tcolden 
Golden Jubilee gift herd of five Aberdeen-Angus to a young farm 
boy from Indiana who has earned the award by outstanding ac- 
complishments in 4-H Club work. As the great audience roars its 
approval at the close of the boy’s acceptance remarks I am touched 
by mixed emotions. I am proud of this young boy and his achieve- 
ments—I! feel privileged to have had the most prominent part in 
honoring him. And then I think of my [Please turn to page 13.

The Maryland Plan 


The question of Bangs Disease and the 
method employed for its eradication has of- 
ten been discussed in the Journal. Regular 
readers know well our position and our at- 
titude concerning this problem for each time 
we have expressed ourselves on this ques- 
tion in a manner that should not be misun- 
derstood. However in order to make our po- 
sition more clear and definite we desire to 
again state that we believe in the serious- 
ness of this disease and are as anxious as 
anyone to see it eradicated, provided a sane 
and sensible plan can be worked out. We 
have been and always will be definitely op- 
posed to any plan whereby good producing, 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle must be 
slaughtered just because they happen to re- 
act to the blood test. When we say “hap- 
pen” we mean just that, for a question still 
remains firmly implanted in our minds con- 
cerning the reliability and the dependability 
of the test. It is true that science may show 
one thing and it is also true that actual ex- 
perience may show another. ; 

While spending a hurried two days in 
Maryland this spring we came in contact 
with Aberdeen-Angus breeders who were 
cleaning up their herds under the Maryland 
Plan. Many of these herds are accredited 
and many more in the process of being ac- 
credited. These Maryland breeders seemé 
well satisfied. No pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls or cows were being slaughtered. 
We saw one herd, where every cow was ac 
companied by a lusty calf and there was 4 
band of twenty-five or thirty cows in the 
lot. When we remarked on the fullness of 
the calf crop and what a wonderful lot of

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The Fastest Growing Beef Breed in America

It is a pleasure to contribute 
an article in the anniversary 
number of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal. While my connection 
with the Association does not 
date back to the time of the 
founding of the Journal, I have 
been in close touch with the 
Journal since it was established 
nearly two decades ago. It has 
been of great assistance in pro- 
moting the breed. A close rela- 
tionship between the Associa- 
tion and its high class breed pa- 
per has been maintained at all 
times with the result that by 
cooperation the breed has had 


careass contests 33 decisions were 
handed down by these tribunals in 
favor of the Aberdeen-Angus. 
Could producers wish for greater 
proof of the superiority of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle? 

The Secretary is constantly ask- 
ed by non-members of the Associa- 
tion, “What are the advantages of 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle?” 
The answer is, they are the best as 
shown by their Blue Ribbon rec- 
ord. They are the meatiest as 
shown by their dressing percent- 
age. They are easy keepers, thriv- 
ing where others fail. Beef pro- 
ducers recognize the hardiness and 
rustling qualities of the Aberdeen- 


the widest publicity. 

Aberdeen-Angus breeders have 
before them a great opportun- 
itv for the expansion of the 
breed. An expansion for which the way is 
now paved. The breed has stood the test 
of time and there is nothing to keep us from 
extending breed interest into every part and 
paddock of the country. 

Some of the older breeders doubtless re- 
call the early struggle of the breed. Less 
than fifty years ago it was practically an 
unknown breed in America. Other breeds 
were well established. Its introduction, ac- 
ceptance and proof of superiority required 
time. The bulls that were imported for 
crossing purposes sired outstanding calves 
from the start. Cattle feeders at first were 
reluctant to purchase the cross-bred cattle 
for their feed lots. They did not know how 
well they would respond to feeding nor did 
they know how they would appeal to the 
packer to whom the cattle had to be sold. 
However, the type of cattle sired by the 
bulls of this new breed appealed to a few 
prominent feeders, who were willing to risk 
their reputation as cattle producers. They 
soon discovered to their great satisfaction 
that they would go “over the top.” The 
cattle responded exceptionally well to feed- 
ing; made very economical gains and the 
finished product was superior in quality. 
The uniformity of type and color gave them 
an additional sales value. Their devotees 
entered them in the show rings for evalu- 
ation with the other beef breeds. After a 
few demonstrations of the value of black 
bulls for crossing purposes, their response 
to feed, the type of carcass produced, their 
success in competition with other breeds 
and the manner in which they were received 
by the packer, the breed had a definite 
place in the yards of America. 


The wonderful record which the breed has 
made in the United States is no accident. 
There is back of the breed centuries of im- 
provement, the life work of many construct- 
ive breeders, first in England and Scotland 
and later in this country. The sole aim of 
these constructive breeders was to produce 
the most perfect beef animal, an animal 
that would admirably meet market require- 
ments, thrive under conditions adverse or 
favorable and that would be quality beef 
from brisket to buttock. Has this objective 
been reached? Packers, professors, and 
producers have repeatedly given high testi- 
mony of its fruition, in inter-breed contest 
decisions, at the Chicago International Live 
Stock Exposition, where in 35 International 
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Angus cattle. During the drought 
years the Aberdeen-Angus have 
demonstrated to American produc- 
ers their ability to hustle for food when it 
was extremely scarce. They came through 
this period, feeders of mixed cattle report, 
better than any other beef breed. It was a 
matter of great satisfaction to the produc- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and of great 
surprise to producers of other breeds that 
such was the case. It was a great boost to 
the breed to add this recent convincing tes- 
timony to its other accomplishments. In- 
ured to scarcity in the northeastern High- 
lands of Scotland, they have inherited a 
disposition to thrive where others almost 
starve. 


Another advantage of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed is their hornlessness. This asset 
cannot be overlooked. Losses from dehorn- 
ing infections, injury to flesh and impair- 
ment to hides is very great and so unneces- 
sary. It is interesting to note that the Ca- 
nadian Meat packers have taken action in 
the hope of reducing this economic loss by 
paying a dollar per head less for horned 
cattle. The following is an exerpt from 
their announcement of this action made 
effective May 1, 1937: 


NOTICE: Re. HORNED CATTLE. 


For many years great efforts have been made to 
overcome the evil of cattle with horns being marketed 
in cur commercial markets. Various methods of at- 
tacking the problem have been extensively tried out. 

Government officers, live stock exchanges and many 
other individuals and organizations interested in 
maintaining cattle values have persistently called at- 
tention to the damage by the bruising of beef, the 
ecnsequent reduction of values, and the losses that 
horned cattle cause. Tanners have time and again 
called attention to the damage to hides of tears and 
scores caused by cattle with horns during the process 
ot marketing. 

Today there is not the slightest necessity or excuse 
for the presence of horns on cattle sent to market. 
Both beef and dairy cattle are much better throughout 
their whole lives to be without horns. The logic of all 
the above is that by this time in the development of 
our cattle industry no cattle should be marketed with 
horns. 

An exactly similar situation has existed with re- 
gard to buck lambs. Great efforts for many years 
were made to develop the practice of castration of 
male lambs so as to have for market only wether and 
ewe lambs. The efforts were not effective. 

About ten years ago the markets began to discrim- 
inate in price in favor of wether and ewe lambs. The 
results have been in exact relation to the action taken 
in the markets. In Ontario and the West where dis- 
criminative market action in favor of wether lambs 
has been well supported buck lambs have ceased to 
be an evil. The farmer has taken the necessary ac- 
tion to save himself from loss. A substantial gain in 
quality, which has sustained market values for all 
lambs, has resulted. 


Looking all these facts in the face, it is evident 
that the way to wipe out the evil of horned cattle in 


the markets is to take action to discriminate in price 
between horned and hornless cattle. 

The slogan in the buck lamb campaign has been 
NOT A DOLLAR NEED BE LOST BY ANY FARM- 
ER. All that is required is to castrate the maie 
lambs. Similarly with cattle. Not a dollar need be 
lost by any producer. All he has to do is to treat 
his calves or otherwise dehorn his cattle. 

Therefore, beginning May Ist, 1937, cattle buyers 
propose to pay $1.00 per head less for all cattle with 
horns, purchased for slaughter, weighing 400 Ibs. 
alive (or thereabouts) and over this weight, than for 
cattle without horns. 

This notice is being sent out at this time in order 
that ample opportunity may be given to have horns 
on cattle removed, and so that preparations may be 
made to prevent the growth of horns on all calves 
in the future. NOT A DOLLAR NEED BE LOST 
BY ANY PRODUCER OR FEEDER OF CATTLE.— 
The Industrial and Development Council of Canadian 
Meat Packers, 200 Bay Street, Toronto 2, Ont. 

This is additional evidence of the packer’s 
preference for hornless cattle. Similar 
action will doubtless be adopted in other 
countries. Dehorning by the Aberdeen-An- 
gus route, that is by using Aberdeen-Angus 
sires is the most effective method of remov- 
ing horns. Aberdeen-Angus sires are so 
prepotent that ninety-five per cent of Aber- 
deen-Angus crosses are given the black hair, 
thick fleshing and hornlessness.

On a rather warm Saturday morning, I 
went along with Mr. Henry Jackson, owner 
of Bethel, and Dale Fletcher the genial 
eattleman there, and visited a number of 
pastures, and then the show barns. 

Bethel is a rather extensive farm, as is 
generally known. It comprises several hun- 
dred acres, and is well equipped with several 
sets of good buildings. In securing the farm, 
Mr. Jackson, was not hoping to make of it 
a show place or a country estate, but 
wanted to spend some time really farming, 
and as such is the case, one cannot help but 
note the general active business that is go- 
ing on. 

The actual farming operations are under 
the management of Mr. Roland Ehlers. Mr. 
Ehlers come from LaMoille, Illinois, and 
came to Bethel as an assistant to Dale 
Fletcher in the cattle barns. However, he 
has been given the management of the 
farming, that is the cropping of the land, 
making the hay and seeing to it that the 
corn is kept clean, and all things in the 
making ready for the winter feeding opera- 
tion.

A daughter 
of Boxer of Briarcliff, Bethel Mig- 
nonne, and out of a daughter of Balzac of 
Page is being fitted and will make a fine 
show. Then there is a fine heifer calf by 
Barbarian 8th and from a daughter of Envi- 
don of Glencarnock, who is a splendid pros- 
pect. 

There are of course some fine young bull 
prospects too, and among them is Bethel 
Queen-Man, a very smooth typey calf. He is 
sired by Barbara’s Ensign and out of a 
daughter of the 1928 International grand 
champion, Revolution of Page 2d. Briarcliff 
Mariner 2d has a fine young son, Bethel 
Black-Mawr as a senior bull calf being made 
ready.

own youth and how at about his age I stood 
in this same arena under such totally dif- 
ferent circumstances. The boys of my time 
lacked many advantages enjoyed by the 
youth of today. 4-H Club work and that 
sort of thing was totally unknown then. It 


seemed almost unbelievable to me that so 
great a change could have taken place in so 
short a time and I could not help but feel 
that after all this was a conclusive indica- 
tion that progress is continually being 
made, that the world does, indeed, move on. 

One more incident and I am through with 
this story, although it seems to me that I 
could write almost indefinitely of pleasant 
memories and of some of the world’s cele- 
brities I have known, some of whom have 
been amongst my best friends. I can’t think 
of any of these friendships I cherished more 
than that of the late Will Rogers. He was, 
indeed, one of the most lovable men I have 
ever known and my thoughts turn now to 
our last meeting which took place only a 
few months before his tragic death. I was 
a guest at his home in the Santa Monica 
Hills where we spent the day riding over 
his estate and playing polo with some of his 
Hollywood friends on his private field which 
was rated as about the best in the United 
States. That evening I persuaded him to at- 
tend a banquet with me at the Biltmore Ho- 
tel in Los Angeles. When it was learned 
that Will Rogers was there it was the na- 
tural thing to depend upon him for the 
principal speech of the evening and this was 
surely a relief to me because I had been 
slated for that job. And what a speech he 
made! As a rule, after dinner speeches are 
about the most boring things imaginable 
but not so with Will Rogers. He had a 
magic gift of holding the interest of an 
audience that 1 have never seen equalled. 
He knew how to blend humor, seriousness 
and logic in the correct proportions to keep 
his listeners spellbound, regardless of the 
kind of an audience he might have, and 
whether he was appearing on the stage of a 
Broadway theater or at a stockmen’s ban- 
quet he was equally at home. That night 
he talked for over an hour but when he in- 
dicated that he was through there were 
calls from all over that great banquet room 
for him to continue, something I have never 
heard under like circumstances. Will seem- 
ed to be at his best that night. Many of his 
listeners were cattlemen and that kind of 
an environment seemed to suit him. He was 
no doubt reminded of the days when he, 
himself, rode the ranges of Oklahoma. The 
next day I went to the studio with him 
where he was working on the picture “In 
Old Kentucky” which I believe was the last 
he ever made and I had the great honor of 
being photographed with him for a news 
picture and this photograph is amongst my 
most treasured possessions now. That was 
the last time I saw Will Rogers but on New 
Year’s Day about a month later I received 
the following telegram from him “Best 
wishes for the New Year to you and your 
Ethiopian cattle”. Leave it to the inimitable 
and the now immortal Will Rogers to al- 
ways say the right thing at the right time.

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In the past couple of years Virginia has 
been present at many of the leading Aber- 
deen-Angus sales and has been in the habit 
of buying only the tops. 

Virginia has a number of older herds, but 
until recently few have been showing cattle 
and as a result little has been known as to 
the type and kind of cattle in the state. 

Last year at the Maryland-Virginia, sale 
at Frederick, Maryland, a number of these 
newer breeders were present and secured a 
good number of the finest animals in the 
auction. 

Also in the middle western sales were 
the prizes bought by new Virginia breeders, 
and at the last International sale both of 
the tops found new homes in historic Vir- 
ginia. Later an International grand cham- 
pion bull was bought by a Virginia breeder 
and with him came a number of other very 
well bred excellent individuals. 

This spring Virginia again carried off 
many of the best cattle offered at the Mary- 
land-Virginia sale including the top female 
and most of the top ten, and finer females 
in any one’s sale would be hard to find. For 
Virginia breeders have learned that it takes 
the tops to breed the tops. All of the “tops” 
of the breed are of course not in Virginia 
and Virginia does not claim that they are, 
but recent purchases must indicate that Vir- 
ginia is now in the Aberdeen-Angus busi- 
ness on the best of foundations. Having 
selected the “tops”, paid top prices for 
them, is there any reason to expect but one 
thing, and that is that the desire to breed 
“tops” can not help but be realized.

Canterbury Farms. 


Located near Warrenton, Virginia, is Can- 
terbury Farms and one of the largest herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the East graze 
over its many pastures. Canterbury is own- 
ed by Colonel A. E. Peirce and is under the 
direct management of Milton E. Miller. 

Although the Aberdeen-Angus cattle play 
the most important part, there are many

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other interests on this farm and before go- 
ing into a description of these fine herds let 
us make a brief survey of some of the other 
activities. 

The farm comprises about 4000 acres of 
land in one of the finest sections of Vir- 
ginia. Of this acreage about a thousand 
acres are in cultivation each year, rotated, 
of course, to keep the land in as fine a con- 
dition as possible. Approximately 250 acres 
of corn are in cultivation annually, with the 
same acreage in barley, rye and alfalfa. The 
rye is raised chiefly because of the racing 
stable maintained at Canterbury, rye straw 
being the best bedding for a horse. 

The whole crop is harvested and fed at 
the farm to the different groups of live 
stock. Twelve teams of draft horses and 
three tractors being used to crop the land. 

Among the live stock are registered Po- 
land China hogs, twenty brood sows usually 
being kept. The produce of these are for 
the most part fed out, being fattened on 
blue grass and a balanced ration of tank- 
age and corn. Grade ewes and pure bred 
rams are used in the sheep end of the busi- 
ness, and hot house lambs are marketed. 
There is also a dairy herd of cattle, and, 
though it is smail, it is operated at a profit 
to the farm. 

A very extensive poultry plant and hatch- 
ery is operated, for better than 5000 chick- 
ens and some 700 turkeys are hatched an- 
ually. Many of these are used at the farm 
and others sold through markets demanding 
the finest of poultry. 

A large cooler located in the front part 
of the dairy barn takes care of the cream, 
butter and eggs and here also is a meat 
refrigerator for the meat and poultry which 
has been grown, fattened and slaughtered 
on the farm. 

As to the Aberdeen-Angus, there are two 
herds, one strictly commercial, the other a 
registered herd. Each has about 200 cows 
of breeding age. A close record is kept of 
both herds and none but producers are re- 
tained. 

The commercial herd is run more or less 
as a rangeman runs his herd, except that 
they are seen every day by a herdsman who 
does nothing but ride the pasture. With 
this group of cows about eight bulls are 
put after July 1st so as to have the calf

Brown’s Ertannas 


What a Great Tribe of Cows Can Mean in a Herd 


It seems only yesterday that a great crowd gathered at Har- 
lan, Iowa, to help themselves to what proved to be one of the 
greatest offerings of Aberdeen-Angus cattle of the times. I refer 
to the great two day sale held on December 10th and 11th in the 
year 1929. Men from every corner of the cattle kingdom of Amer- 
ica sat upon those seats. Men who had studied their lessons in 
breeding. Men who had iong since served their apprenticeships. 
The richly Earl Marshall bred cattle in that sale met a barrage of 
bids when they entered the sale ring that took them far above 
average and in many cases to top bids of the season. 

In this crowd was a stern faced chap who knew McHenry 
breeding from away back, a man who knew cattle, a man who 
could had he been so inclined divulge a lot of secrets long treasured 
in the archives of his heart along with memories of the past. Sec- 
rets that placed him in a most advantageous spot as compared with 
the rest of the folks upon the seats. This man was Johnnie Brown, 
of Rose Hill, Iowa, long associated with Mr. McHenry. Beside 
him sat a lady who had been his helpmate during most of these 
years. The Browns had come to make a few choice selections. I 
know for they were regular contenders on the whole list of choice 
things that came into the ring. 

The setting was perfect. At the opening of the sale Secretary 
Tomhave made a few very appropriate remarks. Judge William J. 
Grant, of Buenos Aires, Argentine, who had placed the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding classes at the just closed Chicago International was 
introduced and nicely responded with a gracious appreciation of 
America’s splendid Aberdeen-Angus showing. And, John Brown, 
was also presented as the one man in the audience who knew the 
value of these cattle and their ancestors. The Browns had come to 
buy, reluctantly did they pass many of the things that had been 
marked in their catalog. They did however procure as I recall a 
splendid daughter of the International grand champion Blackcap 
Revolution. A nine year old daughter of Earl Marshall whose dam 
was by Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch also become the property of 
the Browns. The prize package of the event however came to light 
when the yearling thirteen times Junior champion heifer, Maple 
River Erianna 6th 427172 came prancing into the ring. This is 
the one they had come to take home regardless, and they did. 
The clerk rang the till at even $500.00 which was one of the top 
female prices. I well remember this transaction for I am pretty 
well acquainted with the chap who placed the next to the last bid. 
That this young lady was destined to make breed history went 
without saying. This was one that Earl Ryan would liked to have 
kept and he made no bones about his feel- : 
ings concerning giving her up. This, good 
friends is the background involved in this 
colorful picture of what a good cow can 
mean to any herd when properly handled.

Erianna B. 2d 504419— 
granddaughter of Maple 
River Erianna 6th. 
Showing as aged cow in 
the Brown Show Herd. 
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Maple River Erianna 6th went straight to the Brown show 
herd where she showed the next year as a senior yearling, stand- 
ing at the head of her class at most of the big shows including 
the American Royal where she was a member of the Best Ten 
Head Group. She was mated with Revolution 84th and in February 
1931 dropped her first heifer calf. This was Revianna 449089 who 
became a member of the Brown show herd and was a constant 
winner as a summer yearling and again the next season as a sen- 
ior yearling. In 1934 she was senior and grand champion cow at 
the South Dakota state fair and a contender for that same position 
at the Minnesota state fair. She has now produced two heifer 
calves. The first was sired by Envious Marshall 3d 438496. This 
was Erianna B. 2d 504419. She was winner of junior championships 
at such shows as Kentucky, Iowa, Indiana and Illinois state fairs 
in 1936. She and her senior heifer calf will be members of the 
Brown herd again this season. 

The second daughter of the old cow was Erianna B. 477921, 
dropped February 1, 1934, sired by Envious Marshall 3d. She was 
a consistent winner in class in the shows of 1934, 1935 and 1936, 
annexing many blues and a few purples. She will be shown this 
year in the aged cow class. 

The third calf from the old cow was a bull, Beau Eric 24, 
dropped in February of 1935, shown successfully at all the leading 
shows as a Junior yearling and sold in Browns 1987 sale at 
$430.00 to A. H. Schmidt, of Tarkio fame, [Please turn to page 26.

These men realize fully 
that feed lots demand quality and there is 
but one way to get that quality and that is 
to breed the calves that way. 


Shaw Silos 


Now that there is an abundance of good 
straw in the country why not bale it up and 
use the bales in the construction of a tempo- 
rary silo in which to preserve the good corn 
fodder that is in sight? There has been 
several requesis concerning the construction 
of such a silo. At Strathmore farms some 
1200 to 1600 tons of corn ensilage was an- 
nually put up in temporary silos. Those 
built from straw were perhaps the more 
simple in construction. Simply lay the bales 
on the flat side, making the interior of the 
circle any size suitable to the size of your 
herd and your daily feeding requirements. 


When the circle has been completed place 
a number nine fence wire tightly around 
the bales and pull them snuggly together 
at the ends. The larger the circle the bet- 
ter the ends will fit. Repeat this with each 
succeeding circle. Be careful not to draw 
the wire too tight else it might break and 
release that layer of bales. Lap the bales 
in each row just as a brick mason laps the 
brick so the joints will be evenly broken. 


First erect a pole or other device to sup- 
port the elevator. Then lay the circle so it 
just touches that pole or other device, leav- 
ing just room enough through which to 
pass the wire. As soon as one layer is in 
position you are ready to start your cutter. 
Spread the ensilage evenly so the settle 
will be even. Avoid any side pressure by 
keeping the layers exactly plumb. Keep your 
eye on the side next to the machine else 
that side will be packed tighter than the 
opposite side and thus cause a settle that 
will throw the whole straw tower or silo 
out of line. Don’t build too high. 

These silos can be built so they touch 
each other if ground space is scarce. When 
ready to finish just level the top and let 
it settle evenly. At Strathmore we used to 
keep the outer edge tramped close to the 
wall as the settling process went on in or- 
der to avoid air spaces along the walls. We 
always fed the bales to the cattle as the 
silage was taken out so when the last load 
was used the walls had also been fed up. 
In case the bales become extremely wet 
and freeze, it will be necessary to break 
them up so the cattle can get at them easily. 
The cattle never refuse to eat this “liquor- 
ed straw.” 

When corn fodder is abundant and too 
expensive the silos can just as well be built 
from the corn bundles. The Journal will be 
happy to give anyone interested our exper- 
ience. When straw is available it is cheap- 
er and faster construction. A good cutter 
a keep two men busy building the straw 
silo.

Fox Hill Farms.—‘We have been breed- 
ing pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle for 
eight years. Practically all of our bull 
calves have been steered and fed for market. 
We have shown some at the Baltimore Live 
Stock Show where we won three Grand 
Championships for single steer, three Grand 
Championships for trios of steers and many 
other prizes. We estimate that we have 
received a premium of approximately three 
cents per pound over the market for all of 
our steers. A great number of our steers 
have been sold to a local butcher who has 
built up a splendid trade for quality meat.” 

James Clark.—“My herd is made up of 
high grade Aberdeen-Angus cows on which 
I have always used good pure bred Aber- 


deen-Angus bulls. All my bull calves are 
castrated and put into the feed lot. These 
have always been fed out for local market, 
which calls for not too much fat. My steers 
have been marketed at around 900 lbs. and 
have always brought satisfactory prices. 
This year I fed my steers to a higher finish 
to try out the New York market. They 
were shipped July Ist. Average age 15 
months, weighed 962 shrink weight, dressed 
63.28 and brought $16.80 per cwt. or $161.56 
per head. I am convinced that it pays to 
feed quality for a quality market.” 
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Wickwire Farm.—Mr. Bailey has followed 
the regular Maryland plan for the past 
three or four years. He has consented to 
write a short story of his operations, which 
will be found elsewhere in this issue. 

We could go on and quote many other 
breeders who have the same story to tell, 
but the above should be sufficient evidence 
that quality demands a premium and the 
butchers will pay a premium for quality. 
“Come to Maryland for Quality.” 

; Reports of private sales show an ever 
Increasing demand for breeding stock. 
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Prices are satisfactory and reports are to 
the effect that buyers are willing to pay a 
good price for good animals, but the plainer 
animals are hard to move at any price. 

A year ago, the Maryland and Virginia 
breeders started a movement of cooperative 
auction sales of breeding stock. Here, too, 
quality was the key note and every effort 
was made to have only quality animals in 
our sales. Three sales have now been held. 
Two in Maryland and one in Virginia. A 
fourth sale is now being organized in Vir- 
ginia for this fall.

niliar to many of us is the term “City 
Pi His antics are watched with in- 
terest and sly smiles by any neighborhood 
in which he settles.

First we saw a group of some thirty-five 
cows in grass to their bellies, headed } 
Glencarnock Buxton and followed by pe 
fine a lot of calves as we have seen in a 
long time.

hen asked to write an article on experi- 
PM. encountered in raising baby beef in 
Maryland, | thought at once that there were 
but two major points to be stressed in con- 
nection with this game in this locality. 

The first point is the shortest on paper, 
but in reality is the longest in importance, 
as without it the game cannot be played 
Maryland actually has a premium market 
for premium beef, within a very economical 
shipping distance, a market which not only 
will pay extra for extra finish, but seems 
anxious and happy to do it. The greatest 
city in the world lies within easy trucking 
distance of our farms,.a city that demands 
the best of everything, a city that despite 
the alarms and troubles of the times stiil 
has, and will have the wealth to secure the 
best of everything. New Yorkers do not 
only talk quality, they pay for it. E 

The second main point to be stressed is 
that you cannot make a silk purse out of a 
sow’s ear. ‘ 

With such a demand for a quality product 
flung in your face like a challenge, you 
have to iook for three things with. which 
to answer that challenge: you must find the 
materials of which the product is to be 
made, the tools to work with, and the work- 
man to use the tools. Maryland has the first

two in abundance, the third only in a more 
moderate degree. 

The best material in the world with which 
to make prime baby beef is a well-bred 
Aberdeen-Angus calf, and there are many 
and always more of them in this state. The 
tools with which that material is fashioned 
are usually corn, barley and oats, and we 
grow big crops of them. They must be used 
unsparingly if the desired finish is to be 
obtained. No money is saved by not spend- 
ing money freely on the finishing—or on 
the starting—of a baby beef. The calves 
should be creep-fed from the start, prefer- 
ably on oats, but if they are not available 
the other grains will do. When they are 
weaned they should go directly into the feed 
lot and commence to receive heavier grain, 
perhaps one third ground barley and two 
thirds corn-and-cob meal, with a pound of 
protein supplement and some legume hay. 
By the time they reach 700 pounds, or if the 
weather is cool by the time they reach 650 
pounds, the cob should gradually be remov- 
ed from the corn. 

And that is quite an important detail. No 
money is saved by leaving cob in the ration 
after the feeders are big and lusty and 
ready to go ahead. It may seem hard at

All readers of the Aberdeen-Angus Journ- 
al must have, at some time or other, been 
impressed by the activity of the Maryland 
Aberdeen-Angus Association. Never has 
the Journal gone to press, of late years, 
without many items of interest from Mary- 
lend.

A great deal of the credit is due Ande- 
lot Stock Farms, who have bred more 
good ones and sold more good ones than 
anyone I know of anywhere. Newer herds 
such as Cremona Farms, Wickwire Farms, 
Blakeford, Monocacy, Cold Saturday, M. C. 
Sherman, Fox Hill and many others have 
taken to heart the slogan “Come to Mary- 
land for Quality” and are doing their share 
to make this slogan mean something. 


Last fall I attended the Maryland 
Breeders Show at Bel Air. Here I saw al- 
most one hundred head of young Aberdeen- 
Angus from the Maryland herds. These 
youngsters were not highly fitted, but were 
the cream of the production of the Mary- 
land herds, shown in a little more than 


thrifty growing condition. Behind this show 
is a really constructive idea as explained 
to me by Alan McGregor, President of the 
Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Association. 
“Our Maryland breeders are mostly new at 
this business,” said Alan. “They are eager 
to iearn and this show is for their benefit, 
with everything possible being done to make 
it enjoyable and constructive. Our Associa- 
tion is a family affair in which all our 
members take part. We encourage the 
creep feeding of calves and try to get our

Bennett’s Point Farms 


Bennett’s Point Farms is located on the 
Wye River in Queen Anne’s county on the 
Eastern shore of Maryland, near the town 
of Queenstown, and is easily accessible, over 
good roads, from Philadelphia, and _ by 
means of the ferry from Annapolis to Mata- 
peake; from Washington and Baltimore. 


The owners of Bennett’s Point, Mr. and 
Mrs. M. C. Sherman, purchased the property 
in 1925 and carried on a program of gen- 
eral improvement and diversified farming, 
including a herd of registered Jerseys, 
Shropshire sheep, poultry and swine pro- 
duction, as well as the production of wheat 
for market. 

After a few years of such operation it 
was decided that a herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
beef cattle of good suality might well be 
the best type of live stock farming to fol- 
low, as well as the most agreeable. Accord- 
ingly, in 1927 a sma!l herd of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle was established. The 
results from these cattle, as determined by 
their utilization of feed, pasture, and mar-

There is one place in Maryland where no 
visitor ever leaves without cherishing the 
hope he can soon return. That place is Cock- 
ade Farms, owned by Mr and Mrs. B. V. 
Flannery. Mr. Flannery is a successful busi- 
ness man. He spends much of his time in 
New York City where he wrestles with 
some of the most spectacular problems in 
the nation’s commerce and he has won out 
often enough to earn his spurs. 


Cockade Farms, his “hide-out” from the 
busy city, are located at Darlington, Har- 
ford county, in an old and historic part of 
Maryland high up on a rolling plateau be- 
tween Darlington and Stafford Bridge. The 
east boundary of the farms for the better 
part of a mile is the beautiful Susquehanna 
River and the view from the home, both up 
and down the river is unsurpassed for na- 
tural beauty and charm. 

Across the field back of Cockade Farms 
is the country of the Elkridge and Harford 
Hunts. Many thoroughbred horse-breeding 
farms dot the countryside and not a few 
people believe that Harford county is des- 
tined to become the “Blue Grass” country 
of the East. 

In the fail of 1932 Cockade Farms acquir- 
ed twenty registered Aberdeen-Angus heif- 
ers through the Baltimore Sale and the An- 
delot Farms.

In the fall of 1933 we decided on a dozen 
or so steers to turn some of our good 
meadow grass into cash. We knew enoug 
to go after Aberdeen-Angus, but good Aber- 
deen-Angus steers at that time were as 
scarce as hen’s teeth, around Baltimore and 
we could not find what we were after. 

In the course of our search, we ran across 
Alan McGregor of Andelot, and it did not 
take so many of his persuasive arguments 
to show us that we would be making a 
surer, more-lasting, and more profitable in- 


vestment to put the money into breeding 
cattle instead of steers. He was more than 
right and we have never for one minute re- 
zretted that we followed his advice. 

Being new at the game, the selection of 
the foundation herd was left to Mr. McGreg- 
or’s good judgment. In March 1934 ten 
beautiful heifers, sired by such bulls as Earl 
Eric Glencarnock 3d, Edward Glencarnock 
6th, Mulben Portfolio and Eventuation of 
Page, arrived at Cold Saturday. With them 
came an outstanding young bull, Blackcap 
Evaxus of Ada. This young bull, by Evaxus 
8th of Page and out of Blackcap Bess of 
Ada, bred at the Lofgren-McGregor farm at

Chartley 


Chartley Farm, owned by Messrs. Joseph 
W. Shirley and Jos. Whitney Shirley, Jr, 
(Shirley and Son) the continuation of an 
old firm established nearly 100 years ago, 
is 206 acres of rolling and highly fertile 
farm land located in Baltimore county and 
bordering on the village of Reisterstown. 
This is sixteen miles northwest of Balti- 
more on the newly improved Reisterstown 
Road (Route U. S. 140) which is an ancient 
as well as a modern main artery and con- 
nection to Pennsylvania and the West. 


Chartley Farm came into the Shirley 
family through Henry C. Shirley, the fath- 
er and grandfather of the present Shirley 
and Son. The name Chartley is derived 
from the name of the Ancestral estate of 
the Shirley family in England. On the Eng- 
lish “Chartley” the Shirley family is known 
to have raised for a number of generations 
a herd of pure white cattle, known as the 
“White Cattle of Chartley.” A legend ex- 
isted which stated that any time a calf was 
born with a blemish to mar its pure white 
coat, some misfortune always came to the 
Shirley family. The Shirleys of the pres 
ent Chartley Farm raise a herd of pure 
black cattle, the Aberdeen-Angus. To date, 
no calf has been born with a blemish to mar 
its pure black coat, so it is not known

In the spring of 1935, Mr. Geo. M. Mof- 
fett set out on a program of better live 
stock. This program was to include dairy 
cattle, beef cattle, draft horses, sheep and 
swine. 

Mr. Moffett, who is president of the Corn 
Products Refining Company, Is a man of 
widespread and successful business exper- 
ience. His large estate at Blakeford lends 
itself well to a diversified live stock pro- 
gram. 

First Mr. Moffett set out to find a man- 
ager to assist him. His plan was first to 
build up a herd of Guernsey cattle, second 
to none, then follow with draft horses, beef 
cattle and sheep. Whether Mr. Moffett is just 
plain lucky, or whether he has that knack of 
picking the right man for the right place we 
do not know, but we do know that he select- 
ed the right man. Guy Harmon is that man. 
Born and brought up on an Iowa live stock 
farm, he received an early training that is 
now invaluable to him.

He now has Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle, Southdown 
sheep, Belgian horses and 
Berkshire hogs, all pure bred, to work, 
along with the Guernseys. He is makin 
a real job of it, as a visit to Blakeford wil 
quickly show. 

We only have space to briefly touch on 
the other than Aberdeen-Angus activities, 
deserving as they are. The pure bred 
Guernsey herd, built up in the past two 
years is acknowledged as one of the best 
herds in America today. The stud of pure 
bred Belgians, consisting of ten imported 
mares and a three year old stallion, all sor- 
rels with silver manes and tails, is a sight 
well worth anyone’s time to see. Then the 
Southdown sheep, a flock of sixty pure bred 
ewes, twenty of which recently imported 
from the greatest flock in Great Britain, 
and headed by two as good rams as can be 
found anywhere. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle, Belgian horses 
and Southdown sheep, all three lowset, deep 
bodied and thick. A wonderful combination. 

Now to the meat of our story, the Aber- 
deen-Angus. The herd was founded in the 
fall of 1935 by the purchase of twenty of 
the best heifers that Andelot Stock Farms 
could supply. Uniform in type, uniform in 
bloodline, and uniform in age. Today, look- 
ing at this herd, now grown into cows with

but he impressed with the uniformity. 
Great, thick, deep, smooth young cows with 
beautiful heads and a world of quality. 

To go with this first purchase of heifers 
Blakeford selected Andelot Pride Lad. This 
is an outstanding young bull of true Aber- 
deen-Angus type. Bred by Andelot Stock 
Farms, he had been shown by them to the 
Grand Championship of the Maryland

As intimated, Guernseys were the first 
consideration at Blakeford, and probably 
still are. However if the Aberdeen-Angus 
bug ever bites you, it bites hard. It bit

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50 years the Aberdeenshire of America. 
The breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Mercer County, Illinois, constitutes perhaps 
one of the most interesting chapters of 
Aberdeen-Angus history. Nothing just like 
it has been evolved either in this or in oth- 
er countries. hats 

ifty years ago some seven or eight herds 
tad ao founded from the blood of the 
better imported and home bred cattle. They 
were founded by practical men, earnest men, 
men who took up the work as a life work, 
men ambitious to excel in constructive bet- 
terment of the breed. For a time local de- 
mand took care of the surplus cattle. As 
numbers increased surplus bulls were tak- 
en up by the range trade and sold in carlots 
to Texas, Colorado, Nebraska, New Mexico, 
Montana and North Dakota. Owing to vol- 
ume of output it is still a particularly good 
field for the purchase of range bulls. 


The distribution of breeding cattle was 
largely in the corn belt but even back in 
the old days they were sold from New Eng- 
land to New Mexico and from Montana to 
Mississippi. In the earlier days few public 
sales were held and private sales were the 
rule, and this is still an all the year around 
proposition. For many years there was no 
county organization of breeders but it was 
an accepted doctrine even then that the 
greatest advancement could be made by 
pulling together instead of against each 
other. It was believed that the better we 
made our cattle, and the more cattle we had 
to select from, the greater drawing power 
Mercer county would have as a buying 
ground. It was realized that buyers should 
be fully informed as to the cattle offered 
and at all times fully guaranteed as repre- 
sented. 

Gradually there was increased interest, 
increased local pride and increased commun- 
ity spirit that united in creating betterment 
and advancement. There were no breeders 
breeding as a diversion and few cattle were 
shown by their breeders, but well informed 
showmen came to know that Mercer county 
was a mighty good place to go to find cattle 
that could win. Quite a number of the more 
prominent winners were bred here, the most 
prominent of which was Lucy’s Prince 
whose record has been equalled by only one 
other bull of the breed. This in brief is the 
background that was built up in Mercer 
county prior to the formation of the Mercer 
County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. It is to this body of men that credit 
must be given for the breed’s greatest ac- 
complishment on historic ground. Several 
of its members were born and raised into 
the business and many of them are close 
students of breeding and are bringing into 
the county practically every line of breed- 
ing that has demonstrated excellence. The 
blood of all the champions that have dem- 
onstrated producing capacity is to be found 
in the herds here. The best breeding to be 
found has been purchased freely and is stil! 
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being purchased and blended into the estab- 
lished herds. 

Mercer County herds are in most cases 
not large herds, but are cared for by the own- 
er or under his personal supervision on mod- 
erate sized farms. They receive the per- 
sonal attention at all times of the man most 
interested. The owner knows his cattle and 
the cattle know their owner. 

No community in America has furnished 
so many winners in 4-H club work, nor sells 
such large numbers of 4-H calves of out- 
standing merit. No other community has 
furnished as many cattle for champion car- 
lots and carloads of Aberdeen-Angus feed- 
ing calves are usually available in the fall 
of each year. There are a hundred different 
breeders with about a couple of thousand 
cows, among which are many of the best 
bred cattle obtainable anywhere and during 
the past two years buyers who want tops 
only, have bought freely here, their pur- 
chases going to New York, Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania and Tennessee on the east to Cali- 
fornia on the west. 

This unique and unequalled buying ground 
is being improved and strengthened all the 
time. The association holds two sales each 
year and they are held with no fireworks. 
Every animal going into the ring is sold 
if there is a bid. They are sold absolutely 


’ without protection and belong to the crewd 


as soon as they enter the ring regardless 
of price, with the idea that a satisfied cus- 
tomer is the best advertising that can be 
put out.

deep and smooth, with a nice head. 

Blackcap Evaxus of Ada was bred to the 
heifers during the summer, showed at the 
Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Show 
in November, where he won the blue in the 
yearling bull class, and then, most unfor- 
tunately, died, very suddenly, a week later, 
of acute indigestion. 

To replace Blackcap Evaxus of Ada was 
a problem, but we finally purchased from 
Andelot, the Grand Champion bull of the 
1934 Breeders’ Show, Andelot Prince Qual- 
ity, who now heads the herd. This bull, 
whose picture appears in this issue is by 
Glencarnock Buxton and out of Pride of 
Quality 12th by Quality Marshall 3d. Ande- 
lot Prince Quality is a beautiful animal, 
good headed, thick, deep, nicely fleshed and 
with one of the best rear ends ever seen. 
He is proving his worth as a sire. His 
calves have been consistent winners at the 
local shows, making a fine record last fall 
by taking first, second and third places in 
both the baby heifer and bull classes. 

Foreseeing the need for a second herd 
sire, and being so well pleased with Andelot 
Prince Quality, a young bull was selected 
again from Andelot. This bull, Andelot 
Perpetuation, by Andelot Eventuation, out 
of Pride Lady of Bonnie Brae, is a grandson 
of Eventuation of Page the 1930 Interna- 
tional Grand Champion bull. Perpetuation 
was Grand Champion bull and Sweepstakes 
animal of the 1936 Maryland Breeders’ 
Show and is just about everything a good 
bull ought to be, with lots of style and 
quality. He is particularly good in the 
neck and shoulders, and when crossed on 
the daughters of Prince Quality, who is so 
excellent in the hind quarters, the result 
should be ideal.

We had the pleasure of visiting Cold Sat- 
urday not so long ago.

He has just as much enthus- 
iasm as Mrs. Hackney, which is saying a 
mouthful. Mr. Quintal is a brother of Mr. 
Clarence Quintal of Jacksonville, Illinois, 
who has been gathering together, in the 
past year, one of the finer herds in the 
middle west. Mr. Hackney stated that per- 
fect harmony and co-operation was a key- 
word at Cold Saturday, and with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Quintal, the Hackneys can not 
help but accomplish their slogan of “A 
small herd with high ideals”.

“In the early days at Cockade Farms we 
fed out steers for the Baltimore market, 
purchasing our feeders at the Lancaster 
market. ‘the gamble involved in buying, 
feeding and selling feeder steers may appeal 
to the trader, but the farmer who wants to 
control his business from the beginning to 
the end will be happier and more prosper- 
ous if he raises the steers he feeds. It is 
one thing to prove your skill in feeding out 
what are really another man’s cattle. It is 
quite another thing to use this same skiil 
to feed cattle which you, yourself, have 
bred and developed. To us it seemed a 
choice between the speculative chance of 
turning over some money and the less spec- 
ulative and more conservative process of 
building up a business that would give us 
something to show for our efforts. 

“At this point in the scenario of Cockade 
Farms, Mr. Kenneth Clark made his en- 
trance. Many visits and conversations with 
him caused us to nail the old slogan to our 
mast-head—“Raise What You Feed, Feed 
What You Raise.” 

“Since this was our first experience with 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle we were guided by 
the personal advice of Kenneth Clark and 
Alan McGregor. We had great confidence 
in their counsel—so much so that they could 
have dyed a collie black and passed him 
onto us as a prize acquisition. They took 
pity on us for our lack of background in 
handling Aberdeen-Angus cattle and _ be- 
cause of this took particular pains to see 
to it that we got good ones. Now that we 
have reached the sophomoric stage as Ab- 
erdeen-Angus experts we might add that 
we still have the same confidence in their 
ability and opinions, and when the time 
came for us to acquire more cattle we again 
turned to them for counsel. We have re- 
cently added from the Andelot herd giving 
us a total of 40 head of breeding cows at 
this time. 

“In the spring of 1933 we acquired our 
herd sire—Revolution of Page 36th. He 
came from the Andelot Stock Farms who 
and brought him to Maryland from the 
Hartley Stock Farms of Page, North Da- 
kota. His sire is Revolution of Page 11th 
considered one of the outstanding bulls ox’ 
the breed and a bull that has been exten- 
sively used in the Hartley herds and the 
Iowa State College herd. He has sired 
many outstanding calves in both herds. 
Revolution of Page 11th is a son of Black- 
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cap Revolution, 1923 International grand 
champion bull. The dam of Revolution of 
Page 386th is Mignonne McGregor 2d, one 
of a family of females famed for their 
thick fleshing qualities and as producers of 
the best.” 

With the additional cows from Andelot, 
came the bull Evaxus 25th of Page. He is 
a son of imported Evaxus of Ballindalloch 
and was bred by Hartley Stock Farm. He, 
like Revolution of Page 36th, has proved to 
be an excellent investment. 

Mr. Flannery keeps careful records of all 
operations both for himself and for the ben- 
efit of his friends interested in farming 
matters.

ket arrangements was so pleasing that it 
was decided to specialize on Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle, and to build up the herd as 
rapidly as circumstances permitted, with a 
view to producing prime baby beeves for 
the Baltimore market, and foundation heif- 
ers for the establishment of other herds. 

In 1929 nineteen head of cows with calves 
at foot were purchased from Mr. H. W. Cat- 
lin, of Kent county, and New York City, 
and added to the herd. Mr. Catlin had ob- 
tained his foundation a short time beiore 
from Briarcliff Farms. 

Briefly, the herd is managed as follows: 
“The breeding herd is wintered on silage 
and hay and pastured on sweet clover and 
common lespedeza pasture the rest of the 
year. The calves are dropped in the winter 
and early spring and allowed to run with 
their dams until October or November of 
the following fall, at which time both the 
steers and heifers are weaned, separated 
and started on rather liberal feed, the heif- 
ers receiving silage and hay until the follow- 
ing pasture season and the steers silage 
and hay to which grain is added as required 
for their proper development and finish. 

“From the above it is evident that corn 
silage is our chief reliance for winter feed- 
ing and we have found it 100% satisfactory 
as regards the condition of the breeding 
cows, the vigor of the calves as well as in 
the development of the steers and heifers. 
{t should be borne in mind, however, that 
this silage is made from mature field corn 
and is supplemented with minerals and 
legume hay. Barley and oats as well as corn 
are produced for creep-feeding calves and 
feeding the steers. 

“We chiefly depend for pasture on sweet 
clover, which grows luxuriantly and has a 
remarkable carrying capacity. Enough AI- 
falfa and soy bean hay is harvested so that 
there is no shortage. 

“The farm is naturally productive land 
and is being made more so by the rotation 
of crops and the use of manure. We now 
feel that the total acreage of a little under 
600 acres, with approximately 450 acres till- 
able, will support a herd of 100 breeding 
cows, including the production of a few 
loads of long fed yearling steers annually. 

“Our herd is Federal Accredited and blood 
tested and kept free of even partial re- 
actors to the blood test. This policy is re- 
sulting in a consistently high percentage of 


calves both as to numbers and quality. The 
herd is also being culled for type as it is 
being developed. 

“Herd bulls used have been Blackbird 
Marshall of Page, an outstanding son of 


the International Grand Champion, Bar 
Marshall; Andelot Barkley, a son of Bark- 
ley Quality by Quality Marshall 3d; Revolu- 
tion of Page 46th by Revolution of Page 
11th and Evaxus 29th of Page, a son of im- 
ported Evaxus of Ballindalloch.” 

The present senior herd sire is Primeval 
of Wickwire by Bess Evaxus of Ada, a son 
imported Evaxus of Ballindalloch. Primeval 
was bred by Wickwire and consigned to the 
1937 Maryland sale. He was champion of 
the show and highest selling bull of the sale. 
Now in his new home at Bennett’s Point he 
is being mated to a selected group of cows. 

Assisting Primeval is Blackcapper 24th 
of Page, a great thick son of Blackcap 
Glenn 4th who in turn is by Ensign of Page 
by Ensign of Glencarnock. 

Mr. Sherman has been a consistent ex- 
hibitor at the Baltimore Live Stock Show, 
the Maryland Breeders Show, and the 
Maryland State Fair. From these shows he 
has always taken a little more than his fair 
share of the prizes. His consignments to 
the Maryland-Virginia Sales have been 
eagerly purchased at most satisfactory 
prices.

the imported Juana of Kinermony of the 
very famous Juanerra Erica strain. Junior 
Eric 3rd of Page has proven to be a most 
excellent sire. Again last fall, a son of 
Black Lad of Sabin, this time Andelot Black

Already a number of his calves are at foot. 

Fox Hill certainly knows how to choose 
herd sires, as is evidenced by the type of 
the calves at foot from three different 
bulls. To date most of the bull calves have 
been steered and fed out on Fox Hill raised 
feed. Always have the Bedfords received 
a premium for their steers and naturally 
are well satisfied. 

Fox Hill has a very peculiar sort of 
charm, by which I mean a very distinct 
uniqueness all its own. Located at the crest 
of a knoll, the main house is so different 
from the ordinary run of homes. <Accord- 
ing to my information it is patterned af- 
ter some English estate.

more. They had the feed and the buildings, 
and recognized the economic importance of 
Aberdeen-Angus in their general live stock 
program. They liked those black beauties, 
and wanted more of them. Seven of Ande- 
lot’s choicest heifers were added in the 
spring of 1936. Again that fall five more 
were selected. Then in the spring of 1937 
four more of outstanding excellence were 
added. A picture of them is to be found in 
this issue. 

Now with thirty-six females and a crop 
of heifer calves that will soon be of breed- 
ing age, Blakeford started out to find a bull 
to assist Andelot Pride Lad. He must be 
the right type, and his bloodlines must fit 
into their breeding scheme. The search for 
an outstanding bull led to the Hanna Stock 
Farm, Bordulac, North Dakota. This young 
herd has made an enviable record in the 
show ring.

This young 
bull had won the junior yearling class at 
the 1936 International Live Stock Show. 
There was no question as to his type and 
individuality. He was sired by Revolution 
of Page 43d, who has sired all of the prize 
winners showed by Hanna Stock Farm. 
Brigadier of Bordulac’s paternal grandsire, 
Revolution of Page 11th, has sired many 
prize winners, including Campus Idol, the 
International Grand Champion steer of 
1934, and General of Page, first prize aged 
bull at the 1936 International. His dam 
is by Ex Marshall 3d, who spent his last 
five years at Strathmore, one of the 
best breeding sons of Earl Marshall. Here 
was the bull who seemed to fill the bill. He 
is now at Blakeford and started in active 
service. Right on the ground, thick, deep 
bodied and a wonderful thickness of flesh 
from end to end. He has an exceptional lot 
of females to work on and he just cannot 
help but sire good ones. 

Blakeford has a carefully thought out 
breeding plan for all the different classes 
of live stock. Their Aberdeen-Angus plan 
has been based on quality, and quality is 
what they are breeding. 

Mr. Moffett is very much interested in 
the experimental end of the breeding pro- 
gram and they plan on following a very 
close line breeding program especially with 
the Guernseys, later if it seems to result 
favorably use the same program with the 
other branches of live stock. 
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At present Blakeford is feeding some Dex- 
trose, a form of corn sugar in the dairy and 
to the horses. The objective is to correct 
any acidosis in live stock, and Mr. Harmon 
says that they are getting the results. It 
is still theoretical, but indications point very 
favorably. This corn sugar product of 
course is very handy for Blakeford in that 
it is manufactured by Corn Products Refin- 
i ai of which Mr. Moffett is the 

ead. 

Visiting Blakeford and seeing the rapid 
progress made in a few months makes one 
realize how much a man like Mr. Moffett 
can accomplish for the improvement of live 
stock and with the able supervision of Mr. 
Harmon. Blakeford is certain to rank as 
high in the Aberdeen-Angus breeding estab- 
lishments as it does now in the Guernseys. 

It will be interesting to watch the growth 
of such an ambitious live stock organization, 
especially knowing the experimental pro- 
gram that is being tried.

I was likewise gratified to see the splen- 
did spirit of friendly cooperation which 
seems to be uniformly manifest among the 
Maryland breeders and of the high esteem 
and personal regard they all seem to enter- 
tain for you. I sincerely trust the same 
constructive interest and friendly coopera- 
tion may continue throughout your state 
and spread into the adjoining states and 
from state to state throughout the land and 
we may all realize substantial benefits 
from the dissemination of high quality Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeding cattle throughout 
this broad land. 

In conclusion, I want to again express to 
you my profound appreciation of your gen- 
erosity in spending your time with me in 
driving over the green hills of Maryland 
and on behalf of the National Association 
to thank you and the Maryland breeders for 
the courtesies extended to me and to assure 
you and the Maryland breeders it would be 
a pleasure to me to have the privilege of 
making similar trips to Maryland often 
and of staying longer.

After the show, I attended the annual 
meeting of the Maryland Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. We sat down to an 
excellent dinner and were served real Aber- 
deen-Angus beef. I was told this beef came 
from the Grand Champion steer of the Bal- 
timore Live Stock Show. No better beef was 
was ever eaten by anyone. Short, snappy 
talks by prominent people followed the meal. 
Then election of officers and business. Some 
sixty people, about half women, were on 
hand for the meeting. This is my first ex- 
perience in seeing the ladies take active 
part in the business end of an Association 
of this kind. I had an opportunity of talk- 
ing to a number of the ladies. I found them 
to be just as well informed, just as interest- 
ed and just as enthusiastic Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders as the men. I wonder if this is 
not what makes the wheels go round. Inter- 
est, enthusiasm, eagerness to learn more 
about the cattle and what is behind them, 
love of the land and of live stock. That is 
what is behind the Maryland Aberdeen- 
Angus Association. That is what makes it 
one of the most successful Associations of 
our breed. 

The Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association started off just six years ago, 
with a handful of breeders. Today sees 
fifty to sixty at every meeting. During the 
eight years it has had only three presidents 
and two secretaries. M. C. Sherman was its 
first president and Kenneth Clark secretary. 
Dean Bedford succeeded Mr. Sherman and 
Jos. M. Vial succeeded Mr. Clark. Alan 
McGregor is the current president and Joe 
Vial still holds down the secretary job. Who 
does the work?

loch, Doonholm, Dunira and Banks, the old- 
est herd in Buchan. 

The 1934 importation included daughters 
of Romulum ot Ballindalloch (son of Evol- 
ensign, with Jorum blood on the other side), 
who were also granddaughters of Junior 
Eric, of Evilesco, and of Jorum; a daughter 
of the great Kennedy bull Mohawk of Doon- 
holm; a daughter of the Highland Champion 
Koko of Dunira; and the fine Doonholm 
stock and show bull, Prince Benson of Doon- 
holm, who had been in the first group of 
three at the Highland, and male champion 
at the Great Yorkshire. 

The 1936 importation included Koko of 
Dunira, the only Highland Champion kull to 
come to this country since 1902; Erithrena 
of Doonholm by Koko out of Eritana, who 
was by Prince Benson of Doonholm; 
Manzanilla of Doonholm, also by Koko of 
Dunira, and out of Madiera of Doonholm, 
one of the most notable show cows in Scot- 
land, having been breed champion at the 
Royal Northern and the Great Yorkshire, 
reserve at the Highland, and almost innu- 
merable times winner elsewhere (she was 
also mother of Mohawk: and a daughter of 
hers, full sister to Manzanilla, was just 
placed fourth in the last Highland); Gam- 
mer Debenta, fourth prize yearling heifer 
at the Highland in ’86, and by Elmo of Bal- 
lindalloch; and Rosa of Banks, winner of the 
James Reid Challenge Cup and champion fat 
animal at the Royal Northern in ’36. These 
females have calved out to four well known 
and very fine Scotch bulls: Brios of The 
Burn; Bundemar of Doonholm; Grierson of 
Ballindalloch; and Gaffer Grierson, second 
prize at the Highland in ’36. 

Beside Prince Benson of Doonholm and 
Koko of Dunira, the following bulls have 
been used in the herd: Bennett’s Point 
Blackbird by Blackbird Marshall of Page 
who was by Bar Marshall, and out of Pride 
Harrison 18th; Bess’ Evaxus of Ada, by Ev- 
axus of Ballindalloch who was by Jorum, and 
out of Blackcap Bess Glencarnock, mother of 
Revolution Blackcap and by Blackcap Revo- 
lution; Andelot Evergood, by Black Lad of 
Sabin, son of Evaxus (Evergood was later 
champion at the Maryland-Virginia Show 
and Sale, and is now the property of Presi- 
dent Trujillo of the Dominican Republic); 
and Primeval of Wickwire, a son of Bess’ 
Evaxus of Ada (Primeval was also later a 
champion at the Maryland-Virginia Show 
and Sale, and went to Bennett’s Point, from 
which herd his mother came). 


The chief stock bull at Wickwire is now, 

as he used to be, Evilesco of Page, by Revo- 
lution Blackeap, son and grandson of Inter- 
national Grand Champions, and out of the 
beautiful imported cow Early Verdict of 
Kinermony. Evilesco has turned out to be 
a truly excellent sire. From his first crop 
of calves came the trio of heifers that won 
the Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Trophy in 
1935, and the heifer who becaime the grand 
champion female of the first Maryland-Vir- 
ginia Show and Sale: but his excellence as 
a sire does not lie in the ability to sire a 
few prize winning animals, but in the gen- 
eral value of the run of his calves. 
_ Evilesco’s able young assistant in hand- 
ling the herd is the only Ballindalloch-bred 
bull in America today, Imp. Evolution of 
Wickwire. He is by the first prize April 
bull at Perth in 1933, Elstar of Ballindal- 
loch, out of Imp. Evetta of Ballindalloch, 
whose dam is by the old time master of 
Ballindalloch, Junior Eric. 

The Wickwire herd is the property of Mr. 
Geo. K. Bailey of Earleville, Maryland. Here 
is to be found one of the real Quality herds 
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of the East. Mr. Bailey is a young man with 
a big ambition to build up an Aberdeen- 
Angus herd equal to any. He has already 
gone a long ways along that road. His en- 
thusiasm and his love for the soil and live 
stock will take him far. 

Mr. Bailey is more than a lover of good 
cattle, he is an ardent student of blood lines 
and Aberdeen-Angus form. He believes that 
the blood of great animals breed on. The 
selection of his foundation animals have 
been made on this basis. Results so far have 
proven him correct. 

Wickwire too is one of Maryland’s beauty 
spots. Wide rolling acres coming right down 
to the shores of Chesapeake Bay. Here is 
to be found an up-to-date set of farm build- 
ings, well fenced fields and luscious pas- 
tures. Each pasture contains great deep 
cows of exceptional quality. In the smaller 
lots close to the barns will be found as fine 
young heifers as can be found anywhere. 

Last month we reported the death of Ko- 
ko of Dunira. Mr. Bailey had imported this 
great bull from Scotland for use in his herd. 
He only has some fifteen cows safe in calf 
to him. Koko was a Highland Champion 
and a great bull. His death was a distinct 
loss to Wickwire and to the breed. While 
his loss was a severe blow to Mr. Bailey, it 
in no way affected his ambition to go on 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle with the top as 
his goal.

(Concluded from page 38) 
which are very partial to Aberdeen-Angus, 
that would have caused his selection. Cer- 
tain it is that in his position as president of 
a meat packing company, he is in a position 
to know cattle and very likely has made a 
definite check of them for years. 

Mr. Schluderberg has been very fortunate 
in the assistance that he has, for he has the 
help of Mr. Weils Hunt, who came to Schlu- 
derberg-Kurdle Company a few years ago 
after being at the University of Maryland. 
Then the selection of a farm manager was 
a very important factor and in hunting 
around a young man from Oklahoma, a 
graduate of Oklahoma A. & M. College by 
the name of Tom Autry was found and Mr. 
Autry is now in charge of the farm and 
live stock. During his college years Mr. 
Autry was especially prepared for the type 
of job he now has, as he was in the fitting 
and show barn of the Oklahoma A. & M. 
college ail during his school years. He 
secured his practice under the very able 
hand of Arthur McArthur, who has fitted 
a number of cattle there, including the bull, 
Master Page, International Junior Champ- 
ion in 1935 and a greater feat in the fitting 
and showing of G. Page last year to the 

teer Grand Championship over all breeds 
at the International. 

With Mr. Autry’s love for cattle, his ex- 
perience and his energy he too fits in very 
nicely with the Wilmae Farm, and he will 
be doiny much to make of it one of the 
finest farms in Maryland. 

Being in the meat packing industry, 
where the type of cattle is an important 
factor, their foundation stock must first be 
of the correct beef type. 


Alone with type they realize that good 
cattle must have good blood lines and after 
checking through certain winners found 
that certain outstanding bulls have left a 
good beef type that breeds on, and so the 
selection was made with the type and blood 
lines as the guiding factors. 

First from Andelot Stock Farms, Worton, 
Maryland was selected eight females. Four 
cows with calves at foot, recently imported 
from Canada. These cows all trace through 


several generations of Glencarnock breed- 
ing. Two bred heifers sired by a son of 
Prince Marshall 9th, who is by Prince Mar- 
shall by Earl Marshall. One Hartley Edella 
heifer sired by Earl Eric Glenecarnock 3d 
and safe in calf to Black Lad of Sabin. One 
Blackbird heifer sired by imported Mulben 
Portfolio and safe in calf to Revolution 
Blackcap. 


From L. R. Kershaw, Muskogee, Okla- 
homa, was added four more females. One 
sired by Muskogee Prince 8th, who is by 
Prince Marshall by Earl Marshall. This 
heifer is bred to Revolution 81st. Another 
an open heifer sired by Muskogee Marshall 
by Prince Marshall. A third heifer, also 
open, sired by Muskogee 315th by Ever- 
elegant, and the last an open heifer sired 
by Evaxus 6th of Page by Imported Evaxus 
of Ballindalloch.

the time to see all that straight corn meal 
go pouring into the feed bunks and on into 
the black boys, but the cattle will reach a 
premium finish and shipping weights and 
high dressing percentages much faster. In 
fact the cattle you economize on during the 
feeding period never will reach the grades 
that your straight meal cattle will. It took 
me a long time to realize this, and I would 
put off the removal of the cob from the 
ration for months in an effort to make the 
feeding operations cost less. When a change 
was made to a more expensive way of feed-

Lot 1 was in the feed lot for about a 
month longer than Lot 2, but dressed about 
2.5% lower, and brought in $14.73 per head 
less than Lot 2.

Then we saw a splendid group of young 
sale bulls. Sale bulls of breeding age seem 
searce around Andelot. This is only natural 
when we learned that twenty-six bulls had 
moved out during the past short time. 


Just a word about the breeding program 
at Andelot. These people believe in quality. 
They believe that a bull can only transmit 
good qualities when these good qualities 
come through generations of ancestors pos- 
sessing good qualities. They seem to lay 
much more stress on the producing blood 
behind the cattle than they do on the family 
name. As a matter of fact we heard no men- 
tion of family names, but did hear a lot 
about the strains within a family.

Good Old Kentucky. 

That the August issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal is to be the greatest ever 
turned out will be pleasing to Aberdeen- 
Angus folks everywhere is assured; as ap- 
pears to the writer in advance, and that a 
special page, devoted to Kentucky is suf- 
ficient to arouse our drooping energies and 
marshal our forces in behalf of that page. 

In reference to recent Aberdeen-Angus 
activities in Kentucky I hesitate to tell the 
whole story. It might result in hopeless 
palpitation of the heart of some of my old 
chums like Jake Caldwell, Dr. Huggins, 
Stanley Pierce and others, together with 
some of my Kentucky contemporaries who 
have recently made additions to their herds. 
Especially herd bulls; of whom I have re- 
quested their opinion of each animal as 
compared to the other. The resulting al- 
swers confirms the views herein expressed; 
and detracts no little from the fierce con- 
flict raging between Pat Donohoe’s asset- 
tion that his Enchantress Ericas excel Ed. 
Davis’ Juanas. 

But what I am trying to say is that the 
Kentucky page will, I hope, mirror the as- 
sumed distinction some breeders make be 
tween the Erica tribes, and I might add one 
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hers. But for the sake of brevity 
pals pasion! that strict adherence to the 
use of tribal names be observed in catalog- 
ing both Aberdeen-Angus dispersions and 
combination sales, as the best means of 
acquainting the beg’nner and the prospect- 
ive breeder with the various tribes. 

We have no comment on the result of two 
preeders of experience dealing with each 
other using enough prefixes or affixes to 
close the deal; again the often asserted su- 
periority of one of the few leading popular 
strains to another is likewise objectionable 
and misleading to the novice. For an ex- 
tended dissertation on this subject reference 
is made to Sanders History of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, a priceless contribution to 
the story of the bonnie blacks and their ac- 
claiming multitudes; and from it no appeal 
allowed, since “Where authority begins, ar- 
gument ends.” : _ . 

I am wondering if there is a section of 
globe space where the Doddie abides, for 
enthusiasm and the “get up and get” that 
equals that of the gleeful twenty-four Ken- 
tucky Aberdeen-Angus breeders that met 
June 30th in Lexington, Kentucky, and or- 
ganized the Kentucky Aberdeen - Angus 
Breeders’ Association. And about the same 
time in the city of Louisville another as- 
sembly of Aberdeen-Angus breeders and 
enthusiasts adopted Articles of Incorpora- 
tion under Kentucky statutes entitled “Ken- 
tucky Live Stock Breeders’ Association” 
having for its purpose all that the name 
indicates, and elected as a salaried secre- 
tary the peerless L. B. Shropshire. I yield 
to none greater admiration for the officers 
and board of directors of both organiza- 
tions. But what concerns me most is the 
future of these two bodies functioning with 
practically the same subject. It occurs to 
me it will equal any triumph achieved by 
my highly esteemed Iowa breed adherents, 
with Fred Hahne included, or the diplomatic 
“Show Me’s” of Missouri, or the adroit fit- 
ters of Illinois and Indiana. As I muse ov- 
er the aims of my Kentucky fellows in the 
closing hours of last month, I can depict 
them no better than to use the words of the 
gifted Irishman, Jim Mulligan, declaring the 
landscape here “is the grandest and the 
politics the damndest in Kentucky.”—Tom 
Cochrane, Shepherdsville, Kentucky.

’ The Ballindalloch Blackbirds descend from 
the same maternal cow as Blackcap 1552. 
These two tribes stand out very prominently 
in the Aberdeen-Angus breed. Blackbird of 
Corskie 3d 733 was mated to Justice 854 
and produced Black Jewel 15187 and then 
she was mated to the Ruth bull Royal 
George 13210 a Highland society champion 
and produced Blackeyes of Ballindalloch 
41460. Blackbird of Corskie 3d 733 was 
mated to Young Viscount 181 twice and two 
bulls were produced—Bushranger 732 and 
Bushman 7797. Bushranger 732, was im- 
ported to America by the late Wallace Estill 
and headed the Woodland herd and while in 
service there did excellently. Bushman 
7797 was the sire of Jilt 2d 11552 and she 
was the dam of John Grant 18481 and he 
was the sire of Blackbird 11th and 12th the 
dams of Blackbird 24th and 26th of which 
mention has been made previously. 

I would like to say while we are Ballin- 
dalloch Blackbird minded that Dr. Robert 
Craik, Montereal, P. Q., Canada, in about 
1887 imported the Trojan Erica bull Emlyn 
18211, Emetine 15186 an Enchantress Tro- 
jan Erica, and Black Jade 15188. After a 
few years of pleasure in the Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle business, the doctor farmed out 
his little herd, which had accumulated to 
several head to Mr. A. P. Grout, Winches- 
ter, Illinois. The bull and two cows were 
bred at Ballindalloch. Emetine was about 
the 3d Trojan Erica cow imported to Amer- 
ica and the first Enchantress. These two 
cows and their posterity proved to be breed 
improvers. The grand champion bull of the 
International 1928—Eileenmere 15th 398457 
descends from Erica 4th of Keillor Park 
49917 and she was sired by Blackcap King 
22652 a Goodwin & Judy Blackcap and a 
champion two-year-old bull. Keillor Park 
was the name of Mr. Grout’s farm. The 
famous breeder “Willie” Watson died at 
Keillor Park as Mr. Grout’s cattle manager. 


Black Jade 15188 was a daughter of Black 
Jewel 15187. If my memory serves me 
right the grand champion steers of 1912 
and 1913 were sired by a bull that descends 
from Black Jade 15188, however you will 
find the blood of this great cow, in many of 
the best herds of America. While we are 
thinking about these two great cows I want 
to call your attention to another great cow 
Vala 37888 which was sired by Emulus of 
Keillor Park 26280 and he was the mating 
of this imported bull and cow Emlyn 16186 
and Emetine 15186. 

The tribe that descends from Blackeyes 
of Ballindalloch 41460 are most plentiful in 
America. One of her descendants was Black 
Enamel 50187, she was sired by Eurotas of 
Ballindalloch 50100 and bred by Sir George 
M. Grant. When imported to America she 
was settled in calf to Elandslaagte 53322 
and this calf was named Blackbird Victoria 
58521. Another daughter of this cow im- 
ported to America the next year was Black 
Empress of Abergeldie 62232. She was bred 
by the late Queen Victoria and the former 
cow by the late King Edward XII. All three 
were imported by M. A. Judy and they prov- 
ed breed stimulators. Blackcap Ito 57175 
sired by the most famous Highland Society 
champion bull, Prince Ito 50006 and sold 
for a record price in 1902—$9100. 

ere are some very famous prize winners 
descending from this great cow of the 
Blackeyes tribe. There is one more animal 
I wish to call your attention to before I 
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close the chapter of the Blackeyes and that 
is Black Pudding (41151). She was imported 
by the late Charles Escher & Son in 1900. 
She was bred at Ballindalloch and was sir- 
ed by the Ruth bull Royal George (4992) a 
Highland Society champion. Black Pudding 
(41151) was very prolific and left an ex- 
cellent lot of descendants. There are other 
members of this family that have proved

The Enchantress have 
what is known as the Elba strain which is 
very fashionable in America and in. Scot- 
land it is one of the prime favorites... It 
comes by its name from the cow Elba 34753 
a daughter of Young Viscount 181. The El- 
ba family have produced many Highland 
Society champions in Scotland and it has 
produced in America, International grand 
champions and many show yard winners. In 
my opinion there is no more fashionable 
family of the breed. The show yard record 
of this family is the proof of the pudding.

“Do they have good cattle?” “Are they 
breeding the right kind?”

There is 
scarcely a breeder but that is looking for a 
better sire. Almost as| many know not 
where to turn to find what they want. 

Good folks, we have the greatest beef 
breed of cattle on the face of this old 
earth. Just what are you doing to help 
convince cowmen of this fact? Are you 
keeping your light under a bushel so to 
speak? Or, are you stepping out into the 
front line with the sort of publicity that 
really represents your cattle at home? 
When I look back over the eighteen years 
that the Journal has battled day and night 
for the Aberdeen-Angus cause and check 
up on the herds that have assumed their 
just portion of the responsibility I can read- 
ily realize why there are men with pure 
bred cattle of quality who may not be just 
satisfied with the progress their herds have 
been making. 

Gentlemen, how far you go and when you 
go depends entirely upon your own desires 
and ambitions. You may be breeding the 
best cattle in the world, but as long as 
you do not come out and make an announce- 
ment to that effect you are not going to 
reap your just portion of the reward for 
such production. The loss is two fold, first, 
you lose directly, and secondly the breed 
loses directly by not being able as a whole 
unit to benefit through your efforts. 

Therefore the answers to the many, many 
questions asked daily of our representatives 
can best be given by yourself. Don’t with- 
hold information of progress and await the 
day for someone to drive into your lot and 


ask you. Get busy, tell the world what you 
are doing with Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Tell 
the world what the cattle are doing for you. 

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal has a mis- 
sion to perform. That mission is primarily. 
service to the breeder and the promotion of 
the breed, or vice versa. Either aids and 
abets the other, for in order for the breed to 
be properly promoted the breeder must be 
successful and if the breeder obtains that 
success the breed will be making great 
strides.

calves they were, we were informed that 
this was an isolated herd. That every cow 
had reacted to the blood test. We wanted 
to know why, when, what and how and all 
about it. The answer simmered the whole 
matter down to cooperation between the 
state officials and the Maryland pure bred 
breeders. 

Dr. Mark Welch, State Veterinarian of 
Maryland is responsible. We have asked Dr. 
Welch to tell us about it. He has written an 
article for the Anniversary number which 
we have deemed sufficiently important to 
the welfare of the breed to give it lead po- 
sition today. The black faced type is our 
own, placed there to emphasize what we 
thought are the really important features. 

These state officials are for the most 
part good fellows. Perhaps Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders in other states can get together 
with their state officials on some such plan 
as is working so well in Maryland. It seems 
well worth the trying. This brings to mind 
another thought—simply that every state 
having any number of breeders should in- 
mediately organize these breeders into 4 
state association in order that an authorized 
representative might cooperate with state 
officials in working out a satisfactory, safe 
and sane plan. We can’t afford to have 
some of these old cows that have been pre 
ducing regularly all their lives and stil 
are at it destroyed to meet the whims of a 
few men.

units has proved practical and econom; 

sound in pure bred herds of valuable batt 
ing stock. Grade herds handled in the same 
way have given less desirable results, , 

Vaccination: Many methods have bee, 
tried to immunize cattle against this infee. 
tion and most of these have proved either 
dangerous or useless. Experimentally , 
vaccine of low virulence is being tried jy 
cooperation with the Federal government 
in several Maryland herds. This is being 
used only on calves and open heifers, as the 
vaccination of pregnant cows with this live 
organism may cause them to abort. Many 
crroneous and misleading statements have 
been made as to the value of such vaccines, 
Their value under field conditions has not 
been proved and they should be used only 
in infected herds by one familiar with thei 
use. 

Most pure bred herds in Maryland ar 
now State Accredited as being free of 
Bang’s disease or are in process of accredi- 
tation. About 23 percent of all cattle in 
the State are under test and a considerable 
increase is expected when additional indem- 
nity is available to adjust losses to owners 
of infected animals. Bang testing in the 
more important dairy sections has made 
commendable progress, but can go no faster 
than individual owners can absorb the in- 
itial financial losses incident to more profit- 
able future business. In outlying counties 
the infection rate and value of cattle is rela- 
tively low and use of the area test plan is 
practical. Virtually all cattle in several 
counties have now been tested and this work 
will be extended as rapidly as_ personnel 
and funds permit. 

Eradication of Bang’s disease may be jus- 
tified on the basis of losses caused in the 
cattle industry. When it is remembered 
that man and virtually all domestic animals 
may suffer from its ravages, its eradication 
amounts to a public demand. To meet this 
demand, to economically, practically and 
rapidly accomplish the desired results will 
require the closest cooperation of stock- 
men, veterinarians and _ public officials. 
Such cooperation in Maryland has greatly 
aided Bang’s disease work and although it 
is far from finished the present methods of 
attacking the problem are yielding good Te 
sults. Change in these methods is inevit- 
able and more stringent regulations will be- 
come a necessity. These, however, sho 
originate from field and laboratory expel 
ience and be developed with the idea of pr0- 
tecting the financial interest of the stock- 
man, the animal health of the State and the 
general health of the public.
